Mr. Bdwarfl Thompson ni the IVople's 
roniw last nlghl in answer to hi^ 
ow-n proposition, "Can There be 
Peaeo Jn India?" Tho Indian po'.icy 
kit ihc British Government nuist con- 
sider botJi the Immediate .and the fu- 
<ure poacj of India. IndLaii nstlvc 
leadership is divided over the roln- 
tive Importance ot the two nsi>ccts. 
Gandhi Is the protagonist of Immed- 
iate jxsice Tvhile Tagorc Is more con- 
«emed ,-«vith the future after the 
liresent troubles h.ivc been settM. 

Mr. Edward Thompson, who lio^ds 
an honorary degree as well as an 
j\r. A. (ad cundum) from Orford Uni- 
versity, Is a Boctor of I'hilosophy of 
■the ITnlvcrslty ot London. He !s at 
rrcscnt Professor of Knglish Litera- 
ture at Vassar College, for a period 
■ot one year. He regularly teaches 
Bengali at Oxford. He was Principal 
of 35ankura Col'.cge In Bengal for a 
number ot years. Hia books on India 
are of supreme importance. His al- 
ready classic "An Indian Day" has 
gone through many editions. Other 
notable books arc two volumes on 
■the Poet Tagore; Uenga'J Religious 
Lyrics"; "Clthaeron Dialogues"; the 
translation of Tagore's "Curse at 
rarcwcll"; "Suttee"; the play "Atone- 
ment", a piercing etudy of Indian 
contacts; his fine new novel "Xlght 
Falls on Sllva's Hill", and the re- 
cert "Crusa-der's Coast, a book of 
prose and poetry about Palestine. 
' "Ginflhl is the Idsallst turned poli- 
tician", began Mr. Thompson. This 
-iJeallsm gives liim the etrength of 
the fanatic in dealing willi practical 
affairs. He is devoting- his energies 
to the solu'iion of present troubles 
In India -whlls on the other liand, Ta- 
gore is looking mors towards the 
future. 

After 1750 the British took the lead 
over the French In the race for an 
Indian Empire. Tlie period between 
•1750 and ISOO was one of strife and 
exploltsitlon. The blame for the 
troubles, according to the epeaker, 
cannot bo placed upon the shoulders 
of AVavrcn Hastings, who was a really 
great man. After 1800 there began 
a. gradual process oC purging liie ad- 
jnlnlstration. From 1810 to 1830 there 
tw-as a ijulet period marked by a 
close friendship between British and 
Indians. 

liisactly 100 years ago the burning 
of widows was declared illegal in 
licngal. British officers and ad- 
ministrators commenced a. bitter 
campaign against Indian social evils. 

MtOB widow burning, the-y attempt- 
jed'uo put down infanticide. Indian 
girls aro ^ Kicat expense to ihcir 
]jarents especially on tlie c-ve ot 
•their mariagc and therefore tlicre Is 
a tendency to kill unwanted girl 
babies. I'tellgious thuglsm was partl- 
gcuWly difficult to suppress. Bur- 
'^ntf-that twenty year campaign the 
British on'.y saw the evil side of In- 
dian life und tli«lr attitude become 
bardencU. 

After the flret S.kh War in J,S43 
Kcnry I.«iwrcnoo was succeeded by 
John Lawrenca as ruler of tho I'un- 
Jab. The British had been annexing 
liuge bccllon.s oC Indian territory 
tliiougli fifrcc battles costing as 
many ats two tiiousand casualties, 
X^wrenco piaccd his beet administra- 
iors ill control of this vast country 
and they Kuccicded In subdiiing it. 
Jpbn Niclcolson and others as rulers 
Of the I'unjab v.'ere iicrocs of !lic 
British lîmplip. The Punjab liiis 
•Inco been noted for Us official 
JooHcnoâS ani frtedflm from the xd<l 
(ape. 

In 385" cams the Mutiny in which 
jneltlier sido granted ciharlcr to tlie

As 
a matter of Can tho Americans did 
not enter a single engagement til 
ninety three days from the close of 
th« conflict. From Buffalo Jfews'? 
"The only monopoly which de- 
veioiwd in tho closing months of the 
reat war was tho American ability 
to make courage count by supplying 
It with tho best o£ weapons." This 
statement was made by John Knox a 
war historian whose words wo ought 
to be able to rely on. Through the war 
American weapons were only con- 
spicuous by their absence, and at the 
end the British, although weakened 
by continual fighting, still' possessed 
6900 pieces ot artillery to 2200 o£ tho 
United Stat.^s, while "251 guns bo- 
longed to tiic former as opposed to. 
130 o£ tho latter. Lieutenant-Colonel 
Drew then went on lo state that, dur- 
ing the last year of the war, when 
America had actually entered, the 
Uril'sii captured 200,000 prisoners, tho 
French 103,000, whiio America h.ad 
only succeeded In capturing 43,300 
Germans. And yet In the face of these 
tacts a commanding officer states in 
the "Seattle Star'' tliat six englneor.i 
ill one engagoineiit licUI tho front 
whilo tho British Batalions were flee- 
ing! 

It everyone couid see tho funny 
side ot these statements matters 
would not be so bad. but there is;; 
gravo danger that Canadian youth, 
having been fed on such stuff tlirough 
tho mouth of tho popular ipagazincs, 
may be led to believe tiicm. The 
spealter said tli.'it ho did not wisit to 
doprcoialo liio as.siistanco which tlio 
.Vmerican troops h.td been In tho w.ar, 
or the great bravery which had been 
shown by many voluntoera In the 
c:uly year.-:, but lie did want us to get 
a fair view of the facts and a correct 
prospccllvo ot our inotivcj for cnter- 
Iniî. ^ 

In an editorial of "Biberly" !t hal 
been said "In fact tlio war v,:-..s ^-tu■t3l 
by Erlt.aln, becauso (.lerinaiiy by 
enlnrgliLx their Navy was threatening 
Britain."

SI BJECT TO CH ANGE 

IN THE COUKSE of our circiilatinR about the Campus we 
have frequently had tho opportunity of examining thn in- 
terior decorations of Ftiidcnl;^' room.'*. Af'f^r tlic usual pennants, 
nude figures and family jmriraits have i^assod in review one in 
always wire to come across a study schedule — a document which, 
curiou.sly rnrm^'h, alway.«; pecms to occupy the position of honour 
above the bed. 

These schedules range all tlic way from simple tables show- 
ing the weekly sequence of lectures to elaborate time tables ac- 
counting for every moment of the day's activities To the uncx- 
pericnccrl tlii.s miglit seem a laudable and praiseworthy sy.stema- 
tization. We c^n even imagine people who would marvel at the 
prospect ;i;id v.-'iî-.dcr if, aftrr all. the yoiuurfr generation is not 
being mjiliciou.sly maligned by ilu- press and the magazines. 

But, to us neither the elaborate document drawn up in two 
colourr ot ink. noi- ;hc more .simple lablc-^ liavc any moaning 
whatsoeve;-, for wc know thai ihcy arc poldom consulted and 
never followed. And the reason for their eclip.se after the first 
few^week.s of the term is found in their own complexity. 

RecentJy we made paticular note of one schedule which .set 
an occupation for every hour in the week from Monday at nine 
to Sunday evening at nine-thirty, providing for the strictly as- 
cetic bed tini!' of nine-thirty throughout iht; week. The .schedule 
in question nnglit yel have been saveil from the limbo if only 
some of the carefully assigned hours had been given over to re- 
laxation. Eu'i. alas, it was no sn; and thp re.'^ult was that the 
prescribed time-table was followed for axaclly a day and a half. 

The very nature of a student's life precludes systematization. 
Indeed, it is part of a University training to be here, there and 
everywhere, and yet to exercise sufficient discretion that studies 
maj' not suffer neglect. The college day is highly irregular. The 
only fixed portion is lecture periods and in some cour.ses these 
do not amount to more than fifteen hours a week. The rest of 
thé time may be spent at the student's discretion and his suc- 
cess or failure depends largely upon the judicious use of these 
free hours- 
Yet the unoccupied afternoons and mornings cannot be 
brought into any sort of schedule which .stands a chance of work- 
ing, for no matter how quiet the day may seem, a disturbing in- 
fluence is sure to crop up. It may be an unexpected meeting, an 
imperative invitation to shoot a game of pool or a special lecture 
sponsored by some campus organization. 

We would respectfully .suggest that a large asterisk be placed

GOOD MUSIC 

To MANY of us it is a pleasure to see the i:ceii iiùc-r.'.si. that 
is being .'ihov.-n in good music by a large number of paople 
who attend the Concerts presented under the auspices of the 
Faculty of Music in Moyse Hall on Sunday Evenings. At yester- 
day's Concen all s'jal.< were filled and many enthusiasts stood 
throughout tiie jjrogiani. .Such appreciation is both noteworthy 
nnd encouraging to those who are interested in .somelliiiig other j 
than jazz mu.sic. Some of us are fortunate enough to have cher- 
ished memories of evenings spent in great auditoriums surround- 
ed by an audience whose sheer enthusiasm seems to vibrate with 
each note. Something of thi.s feeling is noticed at these Sunday 
cuiicerls and is evidence of the presence of a nucleus that could 
sat about to bring the appreciation of music up to the standard 
lliat it should hold in a city such as Montreal and also at McGill. 

Wc have heard it remarked by those coming recently from 
European countries that their appetite for good music is verit- 
ably starved in IMuiitreal. When so many, however, can actually 1 
sit and clap for several minutes after the last item has finished 
hoping that the artiste will render still more.we can begin to 
see something belter in the future of music. So often it is that we 
notice the majority of the audience feverishly putting on coats 
and impatiently fidgeting during tlie last moments of the final 
item, ready to .spring for the exit without the slightest display of 
appreciation. 

Yes, we arc happy to sec these good signs and feel that it is 
timely to voice our thanks to the Faculty of Music for giving us 
the rare opportunity to enjoy music at its best.
